Has Four Victims and One 
Death to Its Credit. 

CAUSED FROM LOCKIAW. 



The deadly loy pistol ia get- 
ting in its work early this Christ- 
ina*. Already it has four vic- 
tims and one death to its credit. 
On last Wednesday Charley 
Rousey, the sou of Switchman 
Rousey, accidentally shot him- 
self in the hand with a toy pis- 
tol. The wound was thought to 
be flight at first, but afterward 
developed into tetanus, from 
which lie died at 10 o'clock Mon- 
day morning. The little son ol 
Scott Lamb also shot himself 
witli one of thepe deadly toys on 
last Thursday and is suffering 
greatly from the effects of the 
wound, -which Ins all symptoms 
of tetanus. In addition to these 
unfortunate ones two little col 
«red boys were shot since, one of 
whom recovered. The other is 
still in a bad oondition. In view 
of these facts and to save others 
from a similar fate, the Council 
of Earlington has issued the fol- 
lowing ordinance: 
The City Council of the City of Karl 
Ington do ordain as follows > 
That on and after Dec. 7, linn, It 
shall be and it is unlawful for any 
person to have, handle, display, car- 
ry, use, Are, discharge, sell, or 
pose for sale within the corporate 
limits of the City of Earlington any 
pistol, commonly known aB or called 
the toy pistol, designed to carrv, 
shoot or explode a blank cartridge; 
or any flrecrocker exceeding four 
inches in length and one inch in di- 
ameter, and any person who shall 
violate this ordinance, or auv pattor 



conviction therefor, shall be fined 
not less than »10 nor more than »60

iFESSED MURDER. 
Arrested Charjed With * 



Crime at Pembroke. 

Hopkinsville, Ky., December 
12.— Six colored men were ar- 
rested at Pembroke tonight, 
charged with the murder of the 
unknown white man whose mu- 
tilated body was fonnd near 
there November 14. George 
Holland confesses that he cut 
the man's throat after Frank 
Merriwether had knocked him in 
the head with an ax handle. The 
negro had seen the man in a sa- 
loon with a roll of bills, and fol- 
lowed him to where he had built 
a fire in the woods, and was 
found asleep. 

Holland's queer actions gave a 
clew to the identity of the mur- 
derers. Ed Mosley had witnessed 
the murder, but did not recog- 
nize the men. In order 
their crime the men cut 
mutilated the head of th 
ana then buried it. The 
other party implicated not yet 
arrested. A reward of $400 has 
been offered for his arrest. The 
others arrested tonight were 
Frank Massie, Dick Carney, 
Chas. Finch and Bill Garrott. 
The -prisoners will be brought 
here. 

Three other negroes have since 
been arrested and jailed charged 
with complicity in this crime.

FURTHER TIME 

Granted Madisonville Traction 
Company to Prove That It 
Is Corporation. 

AUTHORIZED TO CONDUCT 
CONDEMNATION 



The case of the Madisonville 
Traction Co. versus the St. Ber- 
nard Mining Co. for the condem- 
nation of lands for right of way 
for a proposed electric line from 
Madisonville, was again before 
County Judge Givens yesterday. 

The defendant filed a special 
demurrer to the petition of the 
plaintifF, upon the grounds that 
pleadings failed to show the 
Madisonville Traction Co. was 
authorized to build 10 miles of 
road as required by law. By 
leave of court attorney for the 
plaintiff amended the petition 
and alleged that plaintiff was 
authorized to build 1(1 miles. 
The general demurrer of de- 
fendant was overruled. Ansvver 
exceptions to commission- 
report was filed, answer de- 
nying that plaintiff was a cor- 
poration authorized to conduct 
condemnation proceedings. The 
plaintiff was granted further 
time to make proof that it is 
such a corporation and has such 
power. Case was reset for next 
Wednesday to be heard on this 
point. Other questions of fact 
to be reserved for later hearing.

The 
incorporators are W. D. Coil, 
Nebo; James West, F. W. Blak- 
ey, C. B. Mathews and B. J. 
Mathews, of Hopkinsville. Jhe 
business of this company will be 
to open and develop coal mines 
near Nebo. The principal office 
and place of business will be at 
Nebo. 

The Buff alo Creek and Trade- 
water Coal Mining and Railroad 
Company is putting in some fine 
electrical machinery at the Dan- 
iel Boone mine. 

A lot of Pittsburg capitalists 
who hold options on 5,000 acres 
of coal lands between Providence 
aud Nebo, were in the county 
last week and state that they 
will take up the options as they 
expire, which falls on the 19th 
of this month. 

A portion of the coal fleet that 
passed Uniontown going south, 
last week Ins stranded near Gol- 
conda and will be a complete 
loss. Two boats that were in ad- 
vance of the fleet lost their tows 
by them going to the bank. A 
number of barges are badly 
scattered along the river making 
it difficult for vessels to pass. It 
is not, likely that the coal will 
be lost, as the bed of the Ohio is 
of gravel, which makes recovery 
of lost cargoes quite easy. 

The Deer Creek Mining Com- 
pany is meeting with splendid 
success on its property near Sher- 
idan, a small hamlet a few miles 
west of Marion, in Crittenden 
county. Steam machinery has 
recently been placed in position 
for hoisting and drilling. The ore 
is quite massive and is composed 
almost entirely of sulphate of 
zinc. 

It is announced that the four 
gentlemen who purchased the 
Miller property in Crittenden 
county, will place a contentra- 
ting plant on their property as 
soon as arrangements can be 
ipade. 

A firm of Terra Haute, Ind., 
capitalists have secured options 
on 1,484 acres of mineral lands 
lying in the vicinity of Robards 
Station in Henderson county. 
The object of the company it is 
stated is to open coal mines for 
doing a commercial busiuess in 
coal and coke. 

Nearly two-thirds of the 2,000 
miners of the Northern Colorado 
coal fields have resumed work 
and it is believed that the full 
force will soon be at work. 

The city of Louisville, has con- 
tracted for 20,000 bushels of coal 
to be distributed among "the 
poor when the winter weather 
grows severe.

The Dolls a.'.d Toys That England's 
Best Loved Ruler Played With May 
be Seen at the World's Fair. 
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present* that will ba shown at the 
World's Fair, will appeal to tlie 
sentiment of all who view them. 

The British pavilion at the World's 
Fair is a replica of the Orangery at 
Kensington Palace, the birth place 
of Queen Victoria. When she was 
a child she passed many hours in 
the quaint old building that was de- 
signed more than 200 years ago for 
Queen Anne, another of Britain's 
famed rulers. It was here that 
Victoria played with dolls and 
other toys that delight children of 
all classes. 

When Mr. C B. Wood, the super- 
intendent of construction for the 
British building was making his 
plans he visited the Orangery and 
faithfully copied all of the peculiar- 
ities. It was on these visits that he 
saw the tops with which the child 
who was destined to become Brit- 
ain's best loved ruler beguiled her 
time.
